Iraqi witness says Black Hawk downed by rocket strike 


FALLUJAH, IRAQ I A Black Hawk medivac 
helicopter, clearly marked with a red cross, 
crashed in Iraq Thursday, killing all nine 
U.S. soldiers aboard. A witness said it was 
hit by rocket fire. In Baghdad, meanwhile, 
a C-5 transport plane with 63 passengers 
and crew limped safely back to the airport 
after being hit by insurgents. 

The Black Hawk went down near Fallujah, 
a stronghold of the anti-American insurgency.

Life for Most 
City-Dwellers 

C H I C AGO I You could call it a real-life glimpse 
at sex and the city. 

A new survey from the University of 
Chicago found that typical urban -dwellers 
in the United States spend much of their adult 
lives unmarried — either dating or single. 
And that has led to an elaborate network of 
“markets” in which these adults search for 
companionship and sex. 

The results, released Thursday, are part of 
the Chicago Health and Social Life Survey, 
which will be published this spring. 

Researchers examined how race and sexu- 
al orientation play a role in forming relation- 
ships, and how multiple sexual partners and 
jealousy also work into the equation. 

Among other things, they found that, 
between the ages of 18 and 59, those sur- 
veyed cohabited an average of nearly four 
years and were married about 18. The rest 
of the time — an average of about 19 years 
— they were dating or alone, with no steady

Health Care Spending Rises 


People in U.S. spent 
$1.6 trillion for eare in 
2002, up 9.3 percent 

WASHINGTON | Health care spend- 
ing in the United States reached 
$1.6 trillion in 2002, an annual 
increase of 9.3 percent fueled by 
rising hospital spending and pre- 
scription drugs costs, the federal 
government reported Thursday. 

The increase outstripped growth 
in the economy for the fourth con- 
secutive year, according to the 


federal Centers for Medicare and 
Medicaid Services. 

Early indications, however, are 
that spending slowed in 2003, 
according to the report, published 
in the journal Health Affairs. 

The annual CMS report ana- 
lyzes spending trends in the pub- 
lic and private health care sectors. 
The $1.6 million figure means that 
health care spending averaged about 
$5,440 per person in 2002. 

While the rate of growth on pre- 
scription drug costs slowed in 2002 
to 15.3 percent, drug spending was 


the fastest-growing item in health 
care. That trend is expected to con- 
tinue for 10 years. 

The authors also took note of 
a significant increase in consum- 
ers’ out-of-pocket spending due to 
increases in co-payments for drugs 
and services and in deductibles, the 
amount consumers must pay before 
insurance benefits begin. 

Similar increases to out-of-pock- 
et costs in the future actually could 
slow the rate of growth in health 
care spending, the report said.

Dating Takes Years for City Singles 


Survey says urbanites spend half their lives alone 


C H I GAG 0 I A new study by research- 
ers at the University of Chicago, to 
be released this spring in the book 
“The Sexual Organization of the 
City,” describes a sexual revolution 
in which typical city dwellers spend 
much of their lives unmarried. 

“On average, half your life is going 
to be in this single and dating state, 
and this is a big change from the 
1950s,” said Edward Laumann, the 
project’s lead author and an expert 
in the sociology of sexuality. 

Researchers interviewed 2,114 
people in the Chicago area between 


1995 and 1997. Divorce was one of 
the big reasons so many people 
were single. 

But so was the fact that many 
young people are putting off mar- 
riage — sometimes because of 
school, but also because many are 
approaching the institution of mar- 
riage more warily. 

Researchers also addressed the 
issues of multiple partners and jeal- 
ousy. Overall, 23 percent of men and 
31 percent of women said they expe- 
rienced jealous conflict at some 
point during their relationships. 


And researchers found that cohabi- 
tation resulted in more jealousy — 
and physical violence — than it did 
among married couples. 

Men were more likely than 
women to have more than one sex- 
ual partner. Among those surveyed, 
20 percent of men and 6 percent of 
women said they’d had sex with at 
least one other person during their 
most recent relationship. 

“What’s going on now is making 
the sexual revolution of the ’60s and 
’70s pale in comparison,” said Eli 
Coleman, director of the Program in 
Human Sexuality at the University 
of Minnesota, martha irvine (ap)

Chinese authorities 
say waitress may have 
eontraeted the virus 

GUANGZHOU, CHINA I SARS-wary 
southern China mobilized a mass 
cleanup effort Thursday, targeting 
the “four dangers” — rats, roaches, 
flies and mosquitoes — in its cam- 
paign against creatures it suspects 
of carrying the virus. 

The push toward a more pris- 
tine Guangdong province came the 
same day the country’s first SARS 
patient of the season was released 
from the hospital — and, minutes 
later, a waitress in the provincial 
capital of Guangzhou was pegged 
as the second suspected case. 

The 20 -year- old woman sought 
treatment for a fever on Dec. 31 and, 
after being diagnosed with “suspect- 
ed SARS,” has now been quaran- 
tined, state media said. 

Reports have said the waitress 
worked in a restaurant that served 
wild animals, but officials at the 
hospital where she is quarantined 
could not confirm the reports, (ap) 


CAUTIONARY TALES

Iraqis Wait, Mostly in Vain 


A miscommunication 
on the road to winning 
hearts and minds 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Hundreds of Iraqis 
waited for hours outside a Baghdad 
prison Thursday in hopes their rela- 
tives would be included in a much- 
publicized release. About 80 men 
were freed, but U.S. officials said 
they weren’t part of the amnesty, 
and most Iraqi families left disap- 
pointed and angry at America. 

“Liars! Liars! They won’t let 
them out!” one woman screamed 
in dismay before fainting. A coali- 
tion spokesman insisted the pris- 


oner release was on track, but would 
be done quietly for reasons of “secu- 
rity and privacy.” 

U.S. administrator L. Paul 
Bremer announced Wednesday that 
506 of some 12,800 Iraqi detain- 
ees would be freed. The first 100 
were to be released Thursday from 
Abu Ghraib prison, where Saddam 
Hussein’s regime murdered its 
opponents, Bremer said. He said the 
amnesty was a conciliatory gesture 
in an effort to create goodwill. 

However, instead of generat- 
ing goodwill for the coalition, the 


entire exercise appeared to have the 
opposite effect. 

U.S. assurances that the releases 
would continue were little comfort 
to Ahlam Abdel Wahed, who waited 
more than nine hours at the prison 
for her son, who was arrested at her 
home a month ago. She was left, 
alone, in the middle of the highway 
with no word of her son. 

“We heard of the [amnesty] deci- 
sion, and I came running to here,” 
she said, tears coursing down her 
cheeks. “Why did they do that?”

Palestinian leader says 
he may push for single 
Arab-Jewish state 

JERUSALEMI Palestinians will give 
up their goal of independence and 
push instead for a single Arab- 
Jewish state if Israel carries out 
its threat to unilaterally impose 
a new boundary with Palestinian 
areas, the Palestinian premier 
said Thursday. 

A single country including Gaza, 
the West Bank and Israel would 
spell disaster for the Jewish state 
because, due to the Palestinians’ 
higher birth rate, the country would 
soon have an Arab majority. It would 


force Israel to choose between 
giving Palestinians the right to 
vote and risk losing the country’s 
Jewish character, or becoming a 
minority- ruled country like South 
Africa during apartheid. 

About 3.5 million Palestinians 
live in the West Bank and Gaza, in 
addition to 1.2 million Arab citi- 
zens of Israel. About 5.5 million 
Jews live in Israel. 

The past decade of Israel- 
Palestinian peace efforts has always 
been based on a two -state solution. 
The U.S.-backed “road map” leads to 
a Palestinian state in the West Bank 
and Gaza by 2005.

Thailand Attacks

NARATHIWAT, THAILAND I Al-Qaeda- 
linked terrorists helped Muslim 
insurgents carry out audacious 
attacks on 21 schools and secu- 
rity forces in southern Thailand, 
the country’s new security adviser 
said on Thursday. 

It was the first acknowledgment 
by a senior Thai official that foreign 
militants have helped local sepa- 
ratists stage attacks over the past 


two years. The government had 
previously dismissed violence in 
the Muslim- dominated south as 
the work of criminal gangs. 

But the organization of Sunday’s 
firebomb strikes on the schools 
indicate the attackers are foreign- 
trained extremists, said retired Gen. 
Kitti Rattanachaya, a special advis- 
er appointed after the assaults. 

Thailand is predominantly 
Buddhist. Islamic insurgents seek- 
ing a separate state fought in the 
provinces for decades before fading

Two Plead Guilty 
In Beating Death 


Youths who assaulted 
Alexandria teen face 
sentencing in March 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. I TwO yOUng 
men charged in the beating 
death of another teen pleaded 
guilty Thursday to 
involuntary man- 
slaughter. 

Patrick D. Casey 
17, and Brian J. 
Adem, 16, face 
between one and 
10 years in prison 
when they are sentenced March 
9. Each had initially been charged 
with second- degree murder, which 
could have brought 40 years behind 
bars upon conviction. 

Casey and Adem were 16 when 


they attacked Schuyler Hamilton 
Jones in Old Town Alexandria’s 
Market Square on Sept. 13. 

Jones, 16, a junior at T.C. 
Williams High School, fell, hit his 
head on the pavement and died. 

“Nobody ever believed or thought 
that these kids intended death to 
result from this action,” Alexandria 
Commonwealth’s Attorney S. 
Randolph Sengel said. 

Authorities have said Casey and 
Adem confronted Jones along with 
an unidentified 17-year-old. That teen 
held a grudge against Jones from 
an incident in which Jones alleg- 
edly threw eggs at his house. The 
17-year- old was the only one of the 
trio to face juvenile charges. Under 
a deal with prosecutors, he pleaded 
guilty last month to involuntary man- 
slaughter.

Agreement with wife 
may lead to plea by 
former finance chief 

HOUSTON I A federal judge tenta- 
tively accepted a plea agreement 
Thursday for the wife of former 
Enron Corp. finance chief Andrew

to a plea from Fastow and possi- 
bly his cooperation in the inves- 
tigation of other executives in the 
energy giant’s collapse.

So she and daughter 
Caitlin make regular trips to New 
York sample sales, where design- 
ers sell garments and accessories 
that never made it to the stores at 
lower prices. 

“I am trying to teach Caitlin 
to buy better fabrics and qual- 
ity construction instead of fads,” 
said Swerko-Steinberg, who was 
a department store buyer in New 
York from 197b to 1984. 

Swerko-Steinberg learned about 
sample sales through her former 
career. But with the growth of 
the Internet, consumers around 
the country and even around the 
world can find out about them 


from a variety of Web sites includ- 
ing www.thebudgetfashionista. 
com, www.dailycandy.com and 
www.nysale.com. 

“Once upon a time they were 
an industry secret. Now countless 
publications, both online and off, 
feature them, making them avail- 
able to the masses,” said Dany Levy, 
editor in chief of DailyCandy Inc., 
whose free daily e-mail reports 
events and new products. 

Kathryn Finney, editor in chief 
of www.thebudgetfashionista.com, 
lives in Pittsburgh but has been fre- 
quenting the New York sales since 
1994. Her most successful steal, she 
says, was a Cynthia Rowley black 


knit dress for $30. “Most people are 
starting to realize that designer and 
discount are not mutually exclusive 
terms,” Finney said. 

Sample sales have been a 
growing trend for over a decade, 
said Patricia Mulready, owner of 
Fascination Media, a media and 
consulting firm. She noted that the 
sales are taking over a function from 
outlet stores, which originally were 
intended to sell designer samples 
along with products that weren’t 
selling well or were defective. 

“Those were the days of $300 
leather skirts being found for $25 
in Reading, Pa. Today, outlet stores 
still have samples but the discounts 
are generally less,” she said. 

While New York remains the 
top spot for sample sales, “they

are cropping up across the coun- 
try,” especially in Los Angeles, said 
DailyCandy ’s Levy. 

Word of sales definitely gets 
around. The line to get into a Kate 
Spade handbag sale in Manhattan’s 
Chelsea district spanned more than 
two blocks on a recent weekend. 

One problem with the greater 
advertising of sample sales is they 
have lost some of their exclusivity. 
But Levy said some designers are 
still sharing only with insiders. 

“Most vendors want to unload 
extra inventory at the end of a sea- 
son,” said Levy. “But a few upscale 
fashion houses keep their sales ‘pri- 
vate,’ allowing only a select few to

‘Girl With a Pearl 
Earring’ is beautiful 
but unsatisfying 


MODEL YOUTH: Scarlett Johansson 
has little dialogue but much presence. 


FILM I It’s not until the very end of 
“Girl With a Pearl Earring” that we 
get to see the actual 17th century 
Johannes Vermeer painting that 
inspired Tracy Chevalier’s bestsell- 
ing novel and this film adaptation 
— and that’s as it should be. 

We feel we’re seeing, so to 
speak, beyond the canvas to the 
human story that the author 
imagined when she wrote the 
novel to answer the question, 
“What did Vermeer do to her to 
make her look like that, happy 
and sad at the same time?” 

As envisioned by director 
Peter Webber, “Girl” is so beauti- 
fully rendered it truly seems paint- 
ed with light. 

Set in Delft, Holland, in the late 
l660s, “Girl” offers an impeccable 
re-creation of the ambience of that 
time, taking us from bustling out- 
door markets to cramped, candlelit 
interiors to the crystalline light of 
the painter’s studio. 

Aside from its look, the film’s 
other great asset is actress Scarlett 


Johansson as Griet, Vermeer’s 17- 
year- old model and inspiration. 

Griet is introduced at a low point 
in her young life. Her father, a tile 
painter, has been blinded in an 
accident, and she’s taken a job as a 
maid in the house of the celebrated 


painter Vermeer (Colin Firth). 

Specifically hired to clean 
Vermeer’s studio so that no object 
be disturbed, Griet is transfixed by 
the sacred nature of that space, by 
the painter’s work and, very soon, 
by the painter himself. 

She’s fascinated — and so are 


we — as Vermeer explains his 
technique. 

Griet enjoys being Vermeer’s 
chaste apprentice/accomplice, 
until the possibility of her being a 
model brings the pressures of her 
place in the painter’s household 
to a boil and points up difficul- 
ties in the story as filmed. 

The success of the book at 
being convincing and involv- 
ing is doubly paradoxical. While 
Chevalier’s written book was a feat 


of language in the service of literary 
imagination, the film’s virtues are 
almost completely visual. And those 
visuals are so impressive that they 
largely make up for the fact that the 
book’s delicate story has been some- 
what standardized, kenneth

‘Monster’ reveals the 
battered human at a 
hardened killer’s core 

FI LM I Charlize Theron gives a reve- 
latory performance in “Monster” 
as prostitute -turned-killer Aileen 
Wuornos, who was executed in 
2002 for the slayings of several of 
her Johns. 

“Monster” obscures Theron’s 
beauty but reveals a fearless actress 
who comes about as close to a descent 
into hell as a cinematic fiction can 
take a performer. Theron is a herky- 
jerky dynamo of rage, despair, long- 
ing, false cockiness and misplaced 
hope amid a last desperate stab at 
love with a woman (Christina Ricci) 
she meets at a gay bar. 

Always in motion, Theron moves 
with an awkward fluidity, as though 
her body were one big, nervous tic.

debut, giving Theron’s Wuornos 
enough slack to elicit twinges of 
empathy even as her actions pro- 
voke deep horror. 

“Monster” opens with Wuornos 
contemplating suicide after a life of 
physical abuse and neglect and a 
lowest- of- the -low existence turn- 
ing tricks for scummy men who pick 
her up hitchhiking. 

When she decides to give the 
world one last chance to toss her a 
bone, lesbian wallflower Selby Wall 
(Ricci) approaches her at the bar, 
where Wuornos has taken refuge to 
spend her last $5 on cheap beer. 

Selby latches onto Wuornos as a 
potential savior, provider and soul 
mate. Wuornos eagerly assumes the 
role, her infatuation with Selby driv- 
ing her to justify killing and robbing 
her tricks to support them both. 

Ricci infuses a cloying neediness 
in Selby that makes a fine dramatic 
counterpoint to Theron’s brash bra- 
vado. And Selby’s feigned ignorance 
of her lover’s killing spree establish- 
es an air of complicity that suggests 
Wuornos is not the only monster in

I know that this is big news for the 
Washington Redskins, but why is 
the media covering this story so 
feverishly? 

Did you walk outside your 
home in the last 48 hours? Are 
you a person who listens and takes 
the temperature of what is going 
on around you? Do you not see a 
feverish reaction from this metro- 
politan community, as regarding 
Redskins fan, which in turn means 
our readers, viewers and chatters? 
Now, if you’re detached, you would 
wonder why. 

Do you feel that if this doesn’t 
work the Redskins will forever be a 
“doomed” franchise? 

I don’t believe in stuff like that. I 
believe that can happen over a peri- 
od of decades, as has happened for 
the Cubs and Red Sox, for example, 
and I believe there is occasionally 
historically incompetent owner- 
ship, as appears to be the case in 
Arizona with the Cardinals and 
L.A. with the Clippers and lately 
in Washington with the Wizards. 
Once it happens for 20 years run- 
ning, it’s not a coincidence or sim- 
ple bad luck. 

For several years, it has appeared 
the team lacked the mental tough- 
ness that is necessary for them to 
believe in themselves and, in turn, 
win games. Do you agree? How will 
Joe Gibbs instill this in his players? 

No, I don’t think it’s mental 
toughness. I think it’s discipline 
and attention to detail and being 
adequately tutored. Clearly, coach- 
ing is — I don’t want to say more 
important — a more critical ingre- 
dient to a team’s success than even 
talent is. 

Do you think Joe will have a hard 
time adjusting to the changes in 
the NFL since he left the game? 

No, he’s too smart. And he will 
rely heavily on his assistants, most 
of whom. I’m guessing, will have 
been in the NFL most, if not all, of 
these 11 years.
